On August 17 we applied to California Public Utilities Commission '
for higher gas rates. The needed increase would amount to about
85¢ a month or 2%cper day for the average customer.

For over 30 years the price of
gas to Southern California home-
makers went steadily downward.
Then about two years ago we
were forced by higher costs to
seck an :djusrment of our rates:
The resulting increase averaged
about 8% —a small amaunt com-
pared with the increase in prices
of nearly everything else.

Now we are again faced with
the need for an increase in gas
rates, So that you will fully un-
derstand the two basic reasons for
this, here are the facts:

l HIGHER OPERATING COSTS

As you know in yout own home
or business, the cost of almost
everything you buy has soared.

Inflation has hit our business,
too, Everything we buy or use has
gone up agdin and again, Our
wage levels are 109% higher
than in 1940. Gas costs us 72%
more to buy than in 1940, By the
end of 1951, it will'cost us 20%
more than just two years ago. And
Federal tax rates have nearly
doubled since before the war,

According to the Government's
Bureau of Labor Statistics, the
overall cost of living in Los An.
geles is up 82% since 1940. Food,
for example, is up 132%; clothing
up 95%. Contrasted with this, the
price you nmow pay for g is ape
proximately the same as in 1939,
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Our organization has worked con.
stantly for more efficient opera-
tion, advanced engineering and
production, and overall econo-
mies. Butin spite of this, our costs
have continued to rise. We have
reached the point where our pres-
ent income is no longer adequate
for the needs of our business.

2 NECESSARY EXPANSION

OF OUR SYSTEM

As a public utility, we have both
the opportunity and the obliga:
tion to grow with Southern Calis
fornia, More population means
more customers using gas. This is
g:od if these new customers can

served mainly through exist-
ing pipelines,

But the unusual growth in
Southern California has required
rapid expansion of our entire sys-
tem ~including large new pipe-
lines to bring additional supplies

gof natural gas from as far away as
Texas. When these facilities must
be builvac today's high prices, the
cost is out of proportion to the addi-
sional income from the wew custom-
ers at present gas rates.

We are constantly adding to
our system to keep pace with this
growth, Also, we must plan ahead
to have adequate supplies of gas
for Southern California. But the
new gas mains and other neces-
sary equipment cost a great deal
of money—an estimated $35,000,+
000 for 1951 alone,

In the main, this new money
cannot come out of what you pay
for:gasi It must be obtained from
outside our business—that is, from
people who choose to invest their
savings in our company. To make
this possible, they must have con-
fidence in the outlook for our
business,

This is why we say that unles
e take the steps to obtain a gasrate
increase (50 that we can continue

" to obrain the additional money for
adequate gas supplies and expan.
sion) we would fail in our duty to
all our customers,

It is not possible to say exactly
how much your own individual
bill would be affected by the re-
quested increase, if approved by
the Commission. But it would
average about 85¢ a month or
2% ¢ aday, for domestic and com-
mercial customers, Since these are
averages, it would be more for
some and less for others, But we
can definitely assure you this:
